The conviction f by a jury of Ma xwell, 
a t St Louis, for the murder of hi» tra vel­ 
ing compa nion, fine Preller, ends a very 
rema rka ble tria l which na tura lly ha s a t­ 
tra cted wide a ttention, a ll the circum­ 
sta nces ha ving been rema rka ble. 
We 
ca n not give our rea ders more interesting 
rea ding tha n a history of this stra nge 
ca se, a s wo find it in a n excha nge. 
Ma x­ 
well recently a rrived from Engla nd, hit 
home. 
An odor in a hotel ca used a sea rch 
which disclosed the ca use in a huma n 
body, wedged into a trunk which formed 
pa rt of the ba gga ge of a recent guest of 
the bouse. 
A pa per wa s fa stened to the 
corpse intima ting tha t the crime ba d been 
committed by a secret society. 
Suspicion, 
however, pointed directly to Ma xwell, 
who ha d been the compa nion of the de­ 
cea sed ma n. 
The polios tra ced him 
a cross the continent to Sa il Fra ncisco, a nd 
thence on boa rd a New-Zea la nd stea mer. 
He wa s followed, extra dited, a nd ta ken 
ba ck. 
In his possession ma ny a rt.des be - 
longing to Preller were found. 
He ha d 
done his best to cover bis tra cks from the 
moment he left 8 t. Louis, cha nging his 
na me, a ssuming a foreign a cceut, a nd 
seeking to disguise his identity in ma ny 


S wa ys. 
When a rrested he wa s cool a nd 
i 
ca utious. 
A purpose to dispute the iden­ 
tity of the body found in the trunk wa s 
a t first indica ted by the defence, but the 
recognition ha d been too complete a nd 
tha t line wa s subsequently a ba ndoned. 
I The theory a dva nced fina lly wa s tha t 
Preller ha d been suffering from a disea se 
to relieve which he ha d a sked Ma xwell, 
who ha d some sma ttering of medica l 
knowledge, to perform a slight opera tion ; 
tha t Ma xwell a dministered chloroform to 
the decea se for this purpose, a nd.tha t the 
pa tient died under the infiueube of the 
a næsthetic. 
Then Ma xwell sa id he lost 
his hea d, a nd fea ring to be cha rged with 
murder determined to concea l the body 
of his friend a nd get a wa y. So lie pa ck­ 
ed the corpse in the trunk, corded it, a nd 
a ppropria ting the dea d ma n’s money a nd 
effects, took tra in for Ca la forniu. On its 
fa ce there|wa s a certa in pla usibility to 
this stpry. A young a nd inexperienced 
ma n, in a stra nge country, the la ws of 
which he did uoi know, might ea s ily be 
frightened on finding himself a lone with 
a corps« whose dea th, indirectly’ a t lea st, 
he wa s responsible for. 
But a pa rt from 
his sta tement, a ll the a cts of the defen­ 
da nt were more congruous with guilt 
tha n innocence. 
It wa s not credita ble 
tha t a n iupocent ma n, even if tempted to 
run a wa y, would ha ve rifled his dea d 
friends pockets a nd ba gga ge first. 
On 
the contra ry, the la rceny of Prellcr's 
money a nd goods strongly suggested tha t 
cupidity ha d led to crime. 
Two things 
brought out in the tria l went to confirm 
this second theory. 
A detective, smug­ 
gled into Ma xwell's prison, testified tha t 
the prisoner ha d ma de a sta tement to him; 
ha d sa id tha t he first sent Preller to sleep 
by a hypodermic injection of morphine, 
a nd then chloroformed him to dea th, for 
the sa ke of his money. Perha ps this a l 
leged confession, a dmitedly obta ined by 
chica nery, would not ha ve outweighed 
the defenda nt’s sta tement on the witness 
sta nd* But a fa r more da mning piece of 
evidence wa s to come. The prosecution 
disinterred the body of Preller. 
It wa s 
found to be in a rema rka bly complete 
sta te of preserva tion. Ca reful medica l 
exa mina tion of the orga ns concerned wa s 
possible, a nd wa s ma de, with the result 
of proving tha t Ma xwell’s defence rested 
on a fa lsehood; tha t the decea sed ha d 
been a ffected by no such disea se a s the 
defen dan t ha d alleg ed the existence of. 
After this disclosure it wa s clea r tha t 
Max well could not be believed, a nd there 
rema ined no rea sona ble ground for doubt­ 
ing tha t he ha d committed a delibera te 
a nd trea cherous' murder; the murder of 
his benefa tor an d friend 
The cha ra cter 
of this crimina l, a s rev ealed by his de­ 
mea nor a nd a ctions, is tha t of a gross ego­ 
tist, destitu te of mora l sensibility, not 
wa nting in intelligence, utterly menda ­ 
cious; a nd inca pa ble of remorse. 
His 
effrontery during the first pa rt of the tria l 
showed how lightly his hideous crime sa t 
upon his mind sq long a s he expected a c­ 
quitta l. 
When the corpse wa s put in evi­ 
dence a ga inst him, a nd sha ttered his de­ 
fence. he colla psed. 
The sha dow of the 
ga llows then fell upon him for the first

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VICIOUS AND PLUCKY 


CHARACTERIZES THE MOB AT BEL­ 
FAST WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 


An E y e W ltnes* D escribe» th e A ttack on

Belfast ,

11.—The 
funeral 
of 
Thomas Gallagher who was shot dead dur­ 
ing the rioting at Lurgan on Tuesday took 
place Thursday. The procession was a large 
one and the hearse was protected by 100 
troops and 20u policemen. 
A mob of 
Catholics jeered at the procession and 
threatened to stop the hearse. 
The police 
charged upon them and drove them away. 
Beyorid a few broken heads no one was in­ 
jured 
Poiitits and religious creeds are ex citing 
dangerous quarrels among women employed 
in the factories at Lurgan. 
In one factory 
the Protestant women have struck work, 
demanding the dismissal of the Catholic 
employee. 
An eye-witness of the riots on Wednes­ 
day gives the following description of the 
scenes attending the mob’s attack on the 
Bower’s Hill police station: “Men with 
pokers pried up paving-stonos and broke 
them into suitable sires for the use of the 
rioters when they ran short of missiles. 
Women and young girls desperately en­ 
treated the men to continue the lighting 
whenever they flagged, offering them apron­ 
fuls of fresh stones, and when entreaty 
failed the women and girls drove the 
men on by savage threats. # The police sta­ 
tion is a moderate-sized dwelling house. 
When the mob attacked the building the 
police responded with a volley fired from 
the doorway; but the rioters soon drove the 
officers in, and they retreated up stairs, and 
thence maintained the fight 
011 their side by 
shooting from the windows of the front 
bedroom on the second floor. 
They held 
their position for a half hour, during which 
the battle was hot and savage on both sides, 
when they were reinforced by the arrival of 
seventy fresh officers. The increased energy 
of the police warfare served but to aggravate 
the men, 
and 
they became ferocious. 
They were madened by the sight of their 
comrades shot down, writhing and howling 
with agony in the street. 
I have since 
heard old officers say that they never knew 
a mob to show greater viciousness, violence, 
pluck and determination. 
Despite their 
desperation, the rioters hurled their missiles 
with regularity and precision, os if they 
had been drilled in stone-throwing. 
When 
the men in front had ex hausted their am­ 
munition they would retire to the rear to 
receive fresh armfuls from the women, and 
thus make way for their comra los with 
new supplies. 
Some of the stone-throwing 
was quite ex traordinary.’’ 
Une man threw a stone with such vigor 
that it crashed through a window, struck a 
rear wall,* and rebounded with such force 
that it struck and hurt a policeman. 
The 
better armed of the rioters carried what we 
call here “Belfast kidneys.” 
These are 
stones about -*l j inches long, -5; _> inches 
broad, and weigh on an average about 1 
pounds. 
There were many boys among 
the rioters, and they were as desperate and 
plu ky as the men. 
The battle at the sta­ 
tion ceased only when 250 soldiers came to 
the aid of the police. 
The people living in the neighborhood 
where the rioting began say it was caused 
by the police, under a mistaken impression, 
molesting and cudgeling some orderly work­ 
men leaving a foundry. 
According to this 
story the populace got angry at the police 
for their cruel and unjustifiable conduct 
and attempted to make them desist. 
When 
a conflict became imminent, the story goes, 
the mob offered to behave if the police were 
withdrawn, but not otherwise. 
The rioting was renewed Thursday night 
An infuriated mob held possession of the 
streets and wrecked and pillaged the taverns. 
The police were compelled to fire buckshot 
into the mob. 
So far as known, no one was 
fatally wounded. 
Many of the police were 
injured by stones. The appeals of the clergy 
? 0 rioters to disperse were futile. 
Event- 
jally tho troops cleared the streets.

Stylen Who » Painted (iltiM Was First In - 
troduood—Desig n» 
of

When )tainted glitHUi was first intro duced 
the co lo rs were vivid and po sitive; no neutral 
tints o r seco ndary co lo rs were then in use. 
The leading fo rms were massive and simple, 
(’o nsisting chiefly o f the circle and the square, 
filled up with fo liated o rnaments. The figures, 
tho ugh co rrect in co stume, were o f wro ng 
pmrssrtio ns, vivid in co lo ring, the o utlines 
1 » eing defined by the thick, stro ng lines o f the 
lead, ix*embling tho se highly titled perso n­ 
ages Jt-presented o n o ld-fashio ned packs o f 
cards. 
Ho w different the designs 
oh well as 
the executio n to -day! The designs are made 
by artists o f the first o rder, and the wo rk is 
executed by mechanics who se skill is fully 
equal to the genius of the artist. 
Stro lling thro ugh the sho ps o ne sees, instead 
o f the 
awkward designs which were the 
wo nder o f the co nno test ur when first bro ught 
to public no tice, windo ws filled with medal­ 
lio ns and j>&neLs co ntaining pictures arranged 
in a symmetrical manner and imbedded in a 
mo saic o rnamental gro und fo rmed o f rich 
co lo rs, o r pictures witho ut num’» er represent­ 
ing successive incidents in a parable, a sto ry 
o r a legend in pro se o r verse, and pro fuse in 
fancy are the gro ups o f leaves, birds and in­ 
sects. 
One can scarcely imagine a prettier 
fashio n in ho useho ld deco ratio n than that 
o f putting a sto ry into picto rial fo rm— say 
an o ld ballad, o r a scene o r two fro m

A DESCRIPTION OF THE I'IKJ CZ. ES. 
It w’o uId far exceed the space o f an o rdi­ 
nary news]Mi]>er article to attem pt an ade­ 
quate descriptio n o f the pro cesses emplo yed 
in deco rative glass wo rk, and hence o nly tho 
bare o utlines can Ik* given. 
The metho ds in 
use are the mo saic, enamel, mo so ic-enamel, 
and the pyro graphie pro cess, the latter a re­ 
cent inventio n which in this co untry is car­ 
ried o n by o ne firm exclusively, the manipu­ 
latio n o f the glass as well as the means o f co l­ 
o ring emplo yed l>eiiig n secret. The mo saic 
metho d is the mo st simple and at the same time 
tho mo st ancient. There are but tw’o pigments 
used by the painter—a stain pro ducing a yel­ 
lo w tint and enamel bro wn. 
The main o ut­ 
lines o f the designs are fo rmed by leads which 
co nnect the pieces o f glass in the finished 
picture. 
Under this metho d each co lo r o f tho 
design is represented by separate pieces o f 
glass. 
In the seco nd pro cess the picture is painted 
o n white o r tinted glhss, with enamel co lo rs 
and stains, and the third is, as the name im­ 
plies, a co mbinatio n o f the two .

Fro m 1*20 to 1845 the business o f the 
>atcnt o fik*c grew rapidly, the yearly issue 
>f jiatent« averaging 7,250, 
In 1875, the 
irst year o f excess o f fees o ver expenses, 14.- 
>'? patents were issued, and the increase has 
co ntinued until fo r the year ending June 30, 
1*85, the Applicatio ns filed, including reissues, 
numbered « 15,085, ii[>cm which 22.208 [intents 
\vcre granted, realizing a revenue o f $1,074,- 
974..‘55, and invo lving an expenditure in the 
maintenance o f the o ffice o f $984,123.11—a 
pro fit o f o ver $140,000. 
This surplus is no w 
co vered into the treasury. 
As it represents a 
tax upo n the inventive genius o f the co untry, 
it sho uld no t exist, hut the fees fo r granting 
patents sho uld Is* reduced to a figure that 
wo uld wipe it o ut. 
The co st o f pro curing a 
patent is no trifling sum to a i*>o r invento r, 
and many are deterred fo r lack o f it fro m 
pushing their disco veries into public no tice 
and use.—Washingto n Co r.

England;

Venetian glass, manufactured in Germany, 
and tho o palescent glass which is an Ameri­ 
can idea. The antique glass is used as tho 
basis fo r glass [minting, and the o palescent 
and Venetian glass make up the figure in 
windo ws o f stained glass where the cathe­ 
dral glass fo rms the backgro und. 
The car­ 
to o n made fo r a glass picture is what the 
wo rking plan is fo r the builder o f the ho use; 
and then co nies the delicate task o f selecting 
tho lints o f o palescent and Venetian glass 
which have to fo rm the harmo nio us picture. 
THE COMPLETION OF THE DESIGN. 
In the 
irregular 
co rrugatio ns 
o f 
the 
o palescent glass the trained eye o f the artist 
finds everything fo r his picture—the grace­ 
ful fo lds o f drapery, the fo rmatio n o f clo uds 
in the sky with the sun o r mo o n breaking 
thro ugh, flesh tints fo r faces and arms, lights 
and shado ws such as the mo st gifted artist 
can 
scarcely 
pro duce. 
Tho usands upo n 
tho usands o f sheets o f this o palescent glass in 
all co lo rs and blending o f co lo rs are kept in 
sto ck, and it happens quite frequently that 
o nly a small, irregular piece o f a who le sheet 
can be used fo r a certain picture. 
Fo r tho co mpletio n o f the design glass 
jewels are used, and to cast a glance into a 
case where these jewels are kept—many o f 
them gro und by hand—is like a lo o k at the 
treasures lighted up by Aladdin’s lamp. 
The 
deep warmth o f the ruby, the tender co n­ 
tentment o f the sapphire, the glo w and eo r- 
ruscatio n o f the amethyst, the brilliancy and 
cheerfulness o f the emerald, the glitter and 
distinctiveness o f the diamo nd, may all be 
summo ned to the 
cultivated eye by the infinite wealth o f the j 
glass stainer’s art. 
The painter o n glass 
must refrain fro m attempting to imitate 
o il [minting. A [minting o n glass, o n acco unt 
o f the distance at which the picture is usually 
placed fro m the spectato r, requires to bo 
treated in a perfectly distinct manner. 
But 
if, after all, the artist is bent upo n all the 
harmo ny o f an o il [minting he must sacrifico 
the transparency and liveliness o f co lo rs 
which co nstitute the mo st beautiful feature 
o f glass painting. 
The latter art is o ne which 
taxes the highest picto rial reso urces. 
The 
artist sho uld be a student o f histo ry, bo th 
sacred and pro fane; he sho uld 
be well 
versed in ecclesiastical and civil co stumes, 
armo r, heraldry, genealo gy, co nventio nalism, 
symmetry, co lo ring and tho manufacturing 
o f co lo rs.—Chicago Herald.
